Coolidge called particular attention to 
congress to the increase of $1,600,000 
in 1925 estimates for prohibition en- 
forcement, indicating his desire that 
the money be provided. 

The estimates for the war and 
navy departments provide for the con- 
tinuation of the present personnel of 
the service, no money being provided 
for the increases in man power sought 
by Secretaries Weeks and Denby. 

The British government, Mr. Cool- 
idge said in his message, under the 
terms of its debt agreement with this 
country, will pay 60,000,000 . into 
the treasury next year, probably in 
liberty bonds. Under the law these 
will be retired, 

“The American people have given a 
truly magnificent demonstration of 
patience and patriotism, during the 
years in which they have borne this 
burden,” Mr. Coolidge said, in arguing 
for a tax reduction. 

Have Paid Nearly Half. 

“In less than seven years, to put 
the matter very briefly, we have spent 
$40,000,000,000, and we have paid 
from current revenues $18,000,000,000, 
or nearly half the amount. 

“Certainly the nation which has 
thus patiently persisted in meeting 
the enormous budget of governmental 
costs is entitled at the earliest pes- 
sible moment to the largest measure 
of relief from these burdens that can 
possibly be accorded.” 

The president then referred to the 
$309,000,000 surplus existing in the 
treasury as a result of cautious econ- 
omies during the fiscal year ended 
June 30 last, and the surpluses of 
slightly larger amounts foreseen for 
the fiscal year 1924 and 1925 by the 
budget bureau. , 

“T have in mind,” he said, “that 
the tax payers are the stock holders 
of the business corporations of the 
United States, and that if this busi- 
ness is showing a surplus of receipts 
the tax payérs should share therein 
in some material way that will be of 
immediate benefit. 

“Having in mind that the budget 
act contemplates that the chief execu- 
tive, under the fortunate situation in 
which we now find ourselves, shall 
make such recommendations as in his 
opinion the public interests require, [ 
recommend a revision of tax laws 
along lines which will effect a reduc- 
tion of income taxes by taxing earned 
income more lightly than income from 
business or from investments; by re- 
ducing the percentages of the norma! 
tax, and by reducing the surtax rates, 
with commencement of their applica- 
tion at $10,000 instead of $6,000. 


Would Remove Wire Tax. 


“T also recommend repeal of the tax 
on telegrams, telephones and leased 
wires, and of the tax on admissions, 
and revision of the miscellaneous taxes 
which are a source of inconvenience 
to tax payers and difficult to collect. 

“On the other hand, amendments 
which would cause some increase of 
revenue should also be made to exist- 
ing income tax laws relative to de- 
ductions of capital losses; deductions 
from .gross income for interest paid 
and non-business losses’ sustained, 
where income from tax-exempt securi- 
ties is involved; and the manner of 
taxing community incomes. These 
changes would reduce taxes by more 
than $300,000,000, which is safely 
within the probable surplus. 

“It would not take much, however, 
to exhaust this margin, and any pro- 
gram of new expenditures on a large 
scale would make tax reduction inm- 
possible tor years to come. 

“I know of nothing which will give

Borah Accepts Challenge. 

A challenge issued by the Sentinels 
to six United States senators to prove 
or to publicly withdraw “repeated 
charges that the supreme court of the 
United States has ‘usurped’ its power 
to declare unconstitutional legislation 
invalid” brought a response from Sen- 
ator Borah, of Idaho, one of the sen- 
ators named.

Mexico City, December 2.—(Via 
Laredo, Texas, December 10.—By the 
Associated Press.) — (Delayed.)—A 
war department statement this eve- 
ning said: 

“When Colonel Aurelieno Guerrero 
captured Cinadad Victoria, capital of 
Tamaulipas, Sunday, General Cesar 
Lopez de Lara, governor and supporter 
of Adolfo de la Huerta, fled disguised, 
presumably to join the de la Huertis- 
tas, General Manuel Pelaez, former 
‘czar’ of the oil regions, is being held 
prisoner at Tampico where everything 
is reported tranquil.” 

The statement said that upon his ar- 
rival at Manzanillo aboard the war- 
ship Mexico, General Jesus Ferreira, 
chief of military operations in Simaloa 
was invited to join the rebels under 
General Estrada. He refysed and has 
returned to Mazatlan after crushing 
the “abortive revolt.”” Ferreira re- 
ceived seven wounds in the fight. 
Three officers in the plot were exe- 
cuted. The statement added Sinaloa 
is “loyal and quiet.”’ 

General Francisco Urbaljalo, erron- 
eously reported as having revolted in 
Guerrero, has arrived in Mexico City 
and placed himself at the disposal of 
the war department. 

An advance of 10,00 troops under 
General Joaquin Qmaro_ against 
Jalisco rebels is being delayed until 
President Obregon confers personally 
with Omaro and reviews the troops at 
Ireputato. 

It is reported from Chihuahua that 
Nicolas Rodriguez, former rebel 
refugee at El Paso, has crossed the 
border with a small following into 
Chichauhua. 

The advance guard of General 
Lazaro Cardenas is reported to hare 
been vietorious in skirmishes with 
Estradistis in the state of Michoacan. 
The small federal garrison evacuated 
Alapa, Michoacan, Saturday, it was 
stated. 
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FOLLOWERS OF VILLA 
TO SUPPORT OBREGON. 

Mexico City, December 10.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Followers of the murder- 
ed Mexican bandit, Francisco Villa, 
will support the Obregon government 
in its struggle with the revolutionists, 
according to private dispatches re- 
ceived here. 

Messages from Saltillo, in Coahuila, 
report the entire state is calm. Gov- 
ernor Enriquez, of Chihuahua, is now 
in Mexico City, and states he does not 
expect any uprising on the frontier.

port that Aurelio Manrique bas taken 
charge of the state government in view 
of the fact that Prieto Laurens, who 
had usurped the governorship, has 
gone over to the rebels. Both Laurens 
and Manrique had claimed the office, 
but the former, a lieutenant of De La 
Huerta, is now in open rebellion, 
GARZA PAYS DEBT

‘' Nuevo Laredo. Mexico,,December 109, 
(United News.)—General Reynaldo 
Garza, exiled from Mexico in 1919 
following his activities in behalf of 
Carranza, feels that h ehas paid his 
“debt of gratitude’ to President 
Obregon who allowed him to return 
to his native land. 

General Garza led Obregon troops 
into this city, Sunday morning, tak- 
ing full possession. 

As a result of this deed, it was be- 
lieved here, Garza probably will be re- 
instated to his rank of general, Presi- 
dent Obregon having called all former 
army officers to the colors.

WALLACE TO QUIT 
COOLIDGE CABINET 
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‘PAY COMMITTEE 
IGNORES MAYOR 
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Wells. Alderman I. N. Ragsdale, the 
fifth member of the committee, did 
not reach the committee room until 
the schedules had been practically 
completed. He urged the committee 
to be conservative but was ignored. 

Members of the board of firemasters 
and police committee, not members 
of the salary committee, attended 
the session and threw their moral 
support to the Carpenter-Couch com: 
bination. 

The only importart concession made 
by the committee Monday was to pat 
raises for each class of employees 
in a separate resolution, grouping pri 
vates together, sergeants together, 
lieutenants together and on up the 


hands of the war finance corporation. 
Eugene Meyer. formerly a Wall street 
banker, has been criticized as unsym- 
pathetic by farm representatives an? 
Frank W. Mondel, majority leader of 
the house last year, was not regarded 
as a friend of the farm bloc. 

Wallace felt, therefore, that Coolidge 
had selected two men who were not 
especially sympathetic to the farmers. 
He told friends later that Coolidge 
,had made a mistake and that the re- 
action of the farmers had been un- 
favorable. 

Now another chapter has just been 
written. The president, in his mes- 
sage to congress, adopted the recom- 
mendations of the Meyer-Mondell com- 
mission rather than those of Secretary 
Wallace, Coolidge spurned the idea of 
a government export corporation to 
finance food shipments, although Wal- 
lace had strongly recommended that 
the president indorse it. Then, a few 
days later, Wallace issued his annual 
report to the president with an ab- 
stract in which his export corpora- 
tion plan was prominently featured. 
Gore to Get Place. 

“It is just as well to keep in mind 
that both industry and labor are

his argument. 

It has been rumored that Wallace 
is to retire in the near future and that 
his place will go to Howard M. Gore 
of West Virginia, now assistant sec- 
retary of agriculture. There ig, no 
confirmation of this report, which 
probably arose from the knowledge 
that there is a distinet lack of accord 
between Coolidge and Wallace. How-

Councilmen Vaughan and Wells 
and Alderman Ragsdale all expressed 
a desire during the Monday session 
to recommend raisés which can ac- 
tually be made. Vaughan and WeLs 
both protested against killing all hopes 
of raising needy firemen and police 
men by demanding mvre than the 
city ean afford and more than the 
mayor will approve. 

It was said Monday night that 
Alderman Ragsdale, who is chairman 
of the finance committce as well 4s 
member of the salaries committee, 
might draw up a minority report em- 
bracing a more conservative sched- 
ule of raises and submit that fo 
council next Monday at the same time 
the $20 a month scheduie is submit- 
ted. 

Dr. Vaughan said that if other 
members of the committee asked it, 
he would call another meeting during 
this week to reconsider the recom- 
mendations made Monday with a view 
to adjusting them so they would have 
a reasonable prospect of amounting 
to nore than paper gestures of gen- 
erosity. 

Position of Mayor. 

After the meeting Suturday Mayor 
Sims reiterated his determination to 
veto the $20 a month program if coun- 
cil should adept it. 

“IT am opposed to any increase in 
taxes in any shape or form,” he said 
in explaining his opposition to the 
schedule. “I am in favor of equal- 
izing the burden of taxation so as to 
let it fall in the right proportion upon 
all alike. 

“T do not think it right to increase 
taxes in order to inerease salaries. 
I am in favor of paying the rank and 
file in the police and fire depart- 
ments an increase of $20 provided we 
don’t have to increase the burden of 
taxes upon the masses of the people 
to do so. 

“I don’t think it fair to increase 
two departments of the city without 
inzreasing others that need more 
money. 

“Some salaries are too low, others 
too high, and these inequalities should 
be corrected. ‘The rank and file of 
policemen and firemen are most de- 
serving of a raise and I am ready to 
help get it, but an increase of $20 
per menth is too much when due re- 
gard is given to the financial condi- 
tion of the city. ; 

“The increase of water rates Is a 
form of taxation. The rate was in- 
ereased Jast summer to meet an emer- 
geney over which we of the present 
administration had no _ control. 
am not in favor of creating an emer- 
gency in order to raise the water 
rate again. 

“If the members of the salary com: 
mittee want to help the firemen and 
policemen within the length of the 
cable tow of the city treasury, I am 
ready to help them do it.” 

Seven New Men. 

The salary committee's recommen- 
dation opened the way to an actual 
inereuse of seven men in the fire de- 
partment by 
iirst-year salaries for seven 
numeraries who now are paid 
for the time they are on duty in place 
of regular firemen. 

It also makes way for the new traf- 
fic or accident prevention bureau of 
the police department and for a new 
position of captain of detectives. 

Pay for the chiefs of the two de- 
partments is recommended as $4,000 
a vear, instead of $4,250 as In the 
first schedule. 

The present system of increasing 
policemen 35 a month after each year 
of service until a maximum is reached 
after the fourth year is proposed to be 
changed to give $10 raises each of 
the first two years, enabling police- 
men to earn the maximuin after two 
years of service. This change was 
proposed by Alderman Jesse Arm- 
istead, chairman of the police com- 
mittee and who is not a member of 
the salary committee. Councilman 
Couch protested that it would give 
policemen preference over firemen but 
finally assented to the change. 

After the raise scheduled had been 
adopted, item by item, and when com- 
plete was found to be substantially 
the same as the first one, Councilman 
Couch moved to rescind raises recom- 
mended in the first one for depart- 
ment heads. No second was offered 
to the motion and the committee ad- 
journed. 


LEON J. GUTHRIE — 
COMMITS SUICIDE

Had Been in Bad Health. 

Ft. Smith, Ark.. December 10.— 
(Special.)—Leon Guthrie, who killed 
himself in Atlanta today, was me- 
teorologist in charge of the Fort 
Smith weather bureau continuously 
for fifteen years, coming here early 
in the spring of 1907 and remaining 
until April, 1922. He entered the! 
government weather bureau service in. 
1895 and at that time was first sta- 
tioned in this city. He later was de- 
tailed for_service in the West Indies, 
where he is said to have made a repu- 
tation as an accurate and painstaking 
meterologist. 

Guthrie was removed from the Fort 
Smith station to the Atlanta station 
at his own request, June 17, 1922. 
The change followed a complete ner- 
vous breakdown which Guthrie. suf- 
fered in April, 1922. He is said at 
that time to have told friends that 
he needed a rest and also is said to 
have made a similar statement after 
he was found in the weather bureau 
offices in the federal building here 
April 12, 1922, in an unconscious con- 
dition, having been overcome by gas 
fumes, 

Mr. Guthrie was a graduate of an 
eastern law school and was admitted 
to the bar here several years before 
he entered the government service. He 
was especially adept at tennis and 
for several seasons was one of the city 
champions. 

Guthrie’s declining health is said 
hy friends to have been caused by fam- 
ilv difficulties. He and his wife were 
senarated about. seven years .ago, 
friends of the meteorologist declare. 
Mrs. Guthrie, a son and two dauch- 
ters are now living in southern Cal- 
ifornia.

Miss Bar 
field stated that his conversation 
indicated that he was going to file 
the divorce suit. 

For the first time since coming to 
Atlanta, Guthrie failed to eat lunch 
at noon Monday, his fellow boarders 
stated. This was the enly circum 
stance that was pointed out as differ- 
ent from his daily routine. 

Miss Barfield sent a message to 
Guthrie's sister in St. Loui shortly 
after the suicide. No answer had been 
received at a late hour Monday night.

They want, 
and believe, that this can be ac- 
complished by wider distribution, 
and without any radical tax increases 
upon any group or individual. They 
believe that the tax system of Geor- 
gia should be stabilized and stand- 
ardized so that new capital seeking 
investment may not be frightened 
by a constantly swinging tax pendu- 
lum that never becomes permanent- 
ly steady. 

The members of the legislature 
are representative citizens. They 
have studied tax systems almost 
continuously for three months in 
session, all told, this year. 

Surely they will not let this extra 
session close without submitting a 
constructive constitutional amend- 
ment that will be acceptable by the 
people. 

Let us hore the work of the 30-odd 
days of the extra session may crys- 
tallize during the present week into 
a permanent, fixed, constructive re- 
vision schedule to be submitted to 
the people. The members will go 
to their homes for the Christmas 
season happier if they do so; and 
the people of the state will more 
readily Join them in that spirit.

“repeal of the anthracite coal tax and 
the profits tax is recommended by 
State Treasurer Snyder, in a state- 
ment released today, on the grounds 
that the state’s financial needs can 
be cared for by revenue laws in effect 
prior to 1917.

The Moisture in the Air. 

Those who may be attracted by the 
title of taday’s scolding are gently 
but firmly reminded that I maintain 
that no illness ever comes to adult 
or child as a result of getting the 
so it is extremely impro'- 
able that I shall attach any weight 
to the companion notion that damp- 
ness in the air injures anybody's 
health. 

When I say no illness comes from 
wet feet, I mean no il:ness which 
could possibly be dubbed a “cold” 
even by the most uninformed person. 


I freely coneede frostbite. That 1s 
the only malady which can be scien- 
tifically or even reasonable attributed 
to exposure. Discomfort, misery and 
suffering are certainly caused by the 
exposure, but no disease. 

No one has ever been able to ad- 
duce any scientifie evidence that ex- 
posure, in the common sense of the 
word, has any bearing upon ones 
susceptibility to any particular dis- 
ease of class of diseases. Many have 
attempted to obtain such evidence 
one or two have even imagined they 
had it. but when analyzed the evi- 
dence has been found foo doubtfu! 
or irrelevent. On the contrary, the 
weight of such evidence is generally 
against the motion that exposure rer:- 
ders one liable to cont .ct corvza o¢ 
pneumonia, say. The general experi- 
ence uo. polar explorers, for instance, 
has been that the hitterest and sever- 
est kind of exposure brought none 
of the illnesses which most people 
would expect. 

To return to the temperate zone— 
the nir really is heavily iaden wit 
moisture these days and there is peril 
in it for us all, One is likely to catch 
almcst anything from it. There are 
2 or more diseases which are usually 
cortrected through exposure to the 
moisture in the air. [I have listed 
them here now and again as respira- 
tory pneumonia, diphtheria and influ- 
enza to name a few examples. 

The moisture I refer to is in the 
form of a spray of invisibly fine 
droplets of the secretions or excre- 
tions of the nose, throat or breathing 
passages, shot out from the nose or 
mouth of a talking person to a dis- 
tance of four feet—justly far enough 
to get you in an intimate conversa- 
tion. If the person is so unaware or 
impolite as to cough or sneeze with 
out covering his nose and meuth with 
handkerchief. mask or hand, then the 
spray will reach a tars-t 10 fe3t 
away, far enough to get the innocent 
Sdgagarepas of the unsuspecting passer-

Snussended in the minute droplets 
of this moisture are microscopic sam- 
ples of whatever respiratory infec- 
tion the author and maker of the 
spray happens to be coming down 
with; it is before he calls the doctor, 
while he is perhaps still trying to 
“fight it off’ in the illness. that the 
respiratory infections are most com- 
municable to stage when the illness 
or indisposition- masquerades as “an 
ordinary cold,” the stage when a child 
is permitted, nay, bulldozed into re 
maining in school, peppering other 
children with measles, ever, 
Pong whatever the 
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| infection 


human being persists in remaining at 
work distributing his infection to all 
who come within his spray range. 

It is to prevent the passing of this 
spray, either way, that the gauze or 
cheesecloth mask should be worn. [If 
the mask covers the nose and the 
mouth and has not less than 10 layers 
of fine cheesecloth or gauze made wifp 
32 threads to the inch, it will effec- 
tively stop the spread of respiratory 
infections. 

QUESTIONS AND AN:WERS. 

Broken Blood Vessel. 

I have a broken blood vessel on the 
right side of my face, about one inch 
from the nose. Jt has been there 
about two years. Kindly advise what 
can be done for it, and whether it is 
likely to develop into anything se- 
rious.— (Mrs. B. J.) 

Auswer—Assuming it is a dilated 
venule, such as many persons hare 
about the cheeks or nasal wings, prob- 
ably it can be obliterated by trear- 
ment by a radium or electrolysis or 
other surgical means. It is not likely 
to become serious, 

Tuberculosis in the House. 

Is tuberculosis contagivus? Is it 
dangerous to live in the same house 
with a person who has it? Is it dan- 
gerous to eat at the same table? J. 
n B S.) 

Answer—No; it is not contagious: 
there is no danger in living in the 
same house or eating at the sam» 
t.ble with a person who has it, unless 
there is a constant or habitual inti- 


mate association with the person who 


has it and that person is unaware cr 
careless. Tuberculosis is infectious, 
communicable under special circum- 
stances, but wot eontagious. Casuai 
contect is not ,dangerous. There 
is no danger in living near or 
in the same house or eating at the 
same table with one who has tubercu- 
losis, for if infection could occur that 
way wed al] have it. Prolonged inti- 
mate association, as between parent 
and child, husband and wife, lovers, 
pals, or working partners, is neces- 
sary for infection. A tuberculous per- 
son working in a dairy or handling 
milk or other- food which may he 
consumed without cooking is a far 
greater menace to the public than a 
reasonably intclligent and _ cleanly 
patient is to others in the house or to 
others at the same dining teble. The 
best students of tuberculosis now b»- 
lieve that the disease is quite fre- 
quently spread through éo0me_ such 
contamination. Such fear as 
yeu voice in your questions are wide-

It was a program well cal- 
culated to exploit the diverse powers 
of this versatile pianiste. Whether by 
power of propinquity or. innate inspi- 
ration, Elly Ney’s style is essentially 
orchestral in its coloring and variety 
of effects. She sways her audience 
irrisistibly by her tremendous dra- 
matie force and vigor, at other times 
one is charmed and soothed by the 
rare delicacy of her lighter moods.

Without active steps to bring agri- 
cultural relief through establishment 
of better markets and improved farm 
conditions, Mr. Silver said that the 
American farmer wil] gradually be-

Gets No Consideration. 


“The diplomacy of the day zives 
ration to economie 
matters, particularly those that eon. 
cern agriculture,” Mr. Silver said. “It 
is high time that some one stood up 
and demanded that. common sense and 
economic principles instead of hate, 
politics be the basis 
of settlement of international differ- 
ences, 

The farm bureau could wel] under. 
take to work out a process of inter- 
national barter with German indus- 
trials which would result in exchange 
of American farm products for Ger- 
man goods, Mr. Silver said. He de- 
clared that leaders in Germany had 
approved the proposition. 

A survey made first hand of Kuro- 
pean agricultural conditions showed 
farmers on the continent greatly im- 
while those in England, “as in 
the United States, are in a rather 
unhappy state,” he declared. 

Isolation Not Possible. 

Concluding. Mr. Silver said that a 
policy of isolation from foreign af- 
fairs “is not compatible with the best 
Interests of our farmers who muet 
look to other nations for an outlet 
for their surplus.” 

Henry C. Wallace. secretary of ag- 
riculture, followed with a talk in 
which he criticized those mcking com; 
panies which are epposing the depart- 
ment of agriculture in its effort to 
investigate their books. He declared 
that the question raised by this eppo-
